The single most important 
change we made carne as we 
considered the Finance Article. 
This amendment, offered by 
Delegate Bob Davis of Irving, 
will greatly ease Texans’ tax 
burden and could conceivably 
result in a three to four cent 
reduction in gasoline taxes we 
pay. 
The 
Davis 
amend­ 
m ent-w h ich

fully 
sup 
ported 
will 
allow 
future 
legislatures to levy a tax on 
petroleum products when they 
leave the gate of th*' refinery. 
The impact of this change can 
tie understood easily when you 
consider that about 70 per cent 
Of all of the oil and gas produced 
in those refineries goes out of 
the state Texas furnishes the 
rest of the nation some 35 per 
cent of all of its petroleum 
products So once we have the 
capability which this amend 
merit now gives us to tax those 
products which go to other 
states, the whole financial 
picture will be a little rosier 
Obviously you and I will be 
better off because of this im ­ 
portant change but the Con 
vention made a similarly im­ 
portant move by adopting an 
amendment 
sponsored 
by 
Delegate 
Jim 
Nugent 
of 
Kerrville. 


Mr Nugent’s amendment will 
tiring about some justice and 
remove the taxing inequities 
concerning homesteads. 
I believe strongly these were 
necessary changes and was 
glad to give both of these my full 
support.

Area service stations with a 
yearly 
volume of 200,000 are complying with a 
federal regulation to ofter no lead gasoline 
to their customers beginning July I. Price 
of the gasoline is between that of regular 
and premium. 
The no lead ga s is required by most ol the 
1975 cars which will go on sale in Sep 
tem ber. Most new cars xxiii have an air 
pollution control device, which will tit' 
damaged by leaded gas 
Pumps with the new gas must be labeled 
no lead and fitted with a smaller nozzle 
which will lit into tile tanks ol ’75 cars A 
penalty will be imposed on service station 
owners who put leaded gasoline in the new 
cars. 
National concern had been aroused that 
service station owners could not convert to 
the new gas in time to meet the demand 
John Green, a distributor, said area Exxon 
stations have been selling the gas tor some 
time now. “ At this time our supply is 
greater than the demand. Green said 
Although only the new cars will require 
no lead gas, 62 percent of the ears on tin' 
road could use it. Speculation has been 
growing that non leaded gas will replace 
premium (high octane) fuel However, the 
Georgetown stations carrying no lead also 
offer premium and regular. 
Green explained that a station may take 
his fuel allocations in whichever grade ot 
gasoline his customers buy Exxon service 
stations will try to offer all three grades, he 
said
